Ford Stock Must 
Go, McNamara Told

There was almost a comic opera aspect to the Senate 
Armed Services committee hearings on the nominations o 


the new Defense leaders. 

Robert S. McNamara, Secretary 
of Defense to be, explained how 
he would put his $1.5 million per- 
sonal fortune in a trust fand which 
would invest it without his know]- 
edge. His personal affairs—inelud- 
ing his financial affairs—would be 
open to the public, he said. He said 
he was willing to modify the trust 
agreement in any way the commit- 
tee wanted. He volunteered to give 
the committee regular reports on 
his financial status. It occurred 
to some that this latter is a little 
more than the committee’s prerog- 
ative but Senate committees are 
not in the habit of turning dow 
information. 

McNamara was doing pretty wel! 
until Sen. Harry F. Byrd, of Vir 
ginia, began to talk. The trust 
fund would still be against the law 
he said, if the fund owned any 
stock in a company doing business 
with Defense. 

McNamara pointed out, rather 
shrewdly, that he could put his 
money in government securities 
under the law but that there would 
be more likelihood of conflict-of- 
interest thére because the value 
of government securities depends 
on the interest rate and he might 
be in a position to influence that. 

This argument didn’t faze Sen. 
Byrd who takes his law like a 
Fundamentalist takes his Bible. A 
mess sergeant couldn’t buy eggs 
from a farm if he owned the chick- 
ens, Byrd said. He said the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is not allow- 
ed to own a ship—“and I take that 
to include even a yacht.” 

What sacrifices they’re 
these days! 

* « “ 

ROSWELL L. GILPATRIC, Dep- 
uty Secretary of Defense, summed 
up his financial position with the 
remark, “Unhappily, I do not have 
a conflict of interest problem.” 
But even he went to the extreme 
of pointing out that the Yale Coun- 
cil, on which he is retaining mem- 
bership, merely overseas academic 
standards and has no say in Yale’s 
investments. 

But soon McNamara was back 
at the committee table. He had not, 
it turned out, completely bared his 
soul after all. He had more to con- 
fess. 

He had neglected to mention 
some “leftover” benefits from Ford 
Motor Co. which accrued to him 
as outgoing president of same. 
These included option to buy 10,- 
000 shares of Ford stock—the first 
3000 of which, alone would net a 
profit of $70,000 right off. He was 
not going to use the option. Then 
there were some bonuses, a stock- 
Saving and investment plan, from 
which he withdrew his funds, his 
vested right in a pension at 65, and, 
believe it or not, his Blue Cross 
coverage. 

Things have come to a pretty 
pass when a fellow has to give up 
his hospitalization coverage to be- 
come Secretary of Defense. But I 
suppose we can be comforte1 by 
the knowledge that the Se ary 
is eligible for the governmei.. em- 
ployes health insurance program. 
(Eventually the com:nittee turned 
down the trust fund idea and re- 
quired McNamara to sell all his 
stock.). ,

nate Dr. Elvis J. Stahr, until then 
president of the University of West 
Virginia. He began by saying it 
was a considerable financial sacri- 
fice to him to take the Army Sec- 
retary job. After the palaver about 
McNamara’s million and a half it 
sounded a bit thin and caused com- 
mittee chairman Russell to re- 
mark that in his home state, Geor- 
gia, he knew of no educators who 
would be taking a financial beat- 
ing at the Army Secretary's salary 
($22,500). It turned out Dr. Stahr 
would lose about $7500 a year. 

But Dr. Stahr was determined 
9 be above any conflict of interest 
uspicions, too. The height of some- 
hing was reached when he an- 
10unced he was going to get rid of 
iis little daughter’s shares of Beth- 
iehem Steel stock. It turned out 
she just had a couple of shares, 
in her own name, given to her at 
birth by her grandfather. “But I 
will divest her of those,” Stahr 
said. ; 

That was too much for Sen. Rus- 
sell, who appeared a bit awed by 
all this cooperation. “You'll have 

to take responsibility for that,” he 
said. “The committee won’t be 
answerable to your daughter.” 


There was something disturbing 
about the questioning of the new 
Secretary of the Army. There was 
a great deal of interest in his Phi 
Beta Kappa key, his record avera- 
ges in various courses, his straight 
“A’s” in undergraduate years. One 
couldn’t help feeling that someone 
should have asked him how good 
he is as a gut fighter. All the Phi 
Beta Kappa keys in the world won't 
help you cut your way through 
the Pentagon jungle if you don’t 
have a little of the street fighter 
in you. ' 

But be that as it may, at least 
we know his daughter won’t un- 
duly influence the government of 
the United States. 


What I’d like to see now is a 
hearing at which all senators re- 
veal all their financial dealings 
and at which all senators explain 
how often they have talked in fa- 
vor of weapon systems manufac- 
tured by karge firms in their home 
States. 

It only remains to say there is 
no connection between the Ford 
Motor Co. and the author of this 
column. That’s the kind of con- 
flict-of-interest I’d like to be writ- 
ing about—like in letters to my 
solicitors!

More Complete ER’s Ordered 
On Officers Attending School 





WASHINGTON — Fuller efficiency reports on Army officers attending academic 
courses, including the officer’s ability to express himself orally and in writing, were 
ordered by the Army this week in a change (3) to AR 623-106. 


So far as possible, the change 
ordered, comprehensive remarks 
will be furnished which fully de- 
scribe the officer from the stand- 
point of his noteworthy personal 
qualities, demonstrated weaknesses 
or deficiencies, and overall man- 
ner of performance. It said the 
officer’s ability to express himself 
orally or in writing was one ex- 
ample of information wanted. 

Such information, the Army 
said, is “particularly important” in 
the case of junior officers attend- 
ing initial schooling. . 

Efficiency reports also were or- 
dered for officers attending aca- 
demic courses of less than 60 cal- 
endar days duration. Hitherto, re- 
ports were asked only for courses 
more than 60 days long. 


Gen. Clifton Named 
President’s Aide 


WASHINGTON — Brig. Gen. 
Chester V. “Ted” Clifton moved 
across the Potomac River this 
week—from the Pentagon to the 
White House—to serve with the 
new administration as President 
Kennedy’s senior military aide. 
Clifton has served as the Army’s

deputy chief of information since 
October 1956. 

Beginning his military career as 
a cadet at West Point, Gen. Clifton 
graduated from the Academy in 
1936 and was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant of field artillery. 











His first station was Fort. Sill, 
Okla. 

During World War II, Clifton 
served as a battalion commander 
in Italy and fought in the bitter 
mountain campaigns of Rome- 
Arno, the North Appenines and 
Anzio. Later his battalion moved 
to France for the Ardennes-Alsace, 
Central Europe and Rhineland 
campaigns. After V-E day, Clifton 
(as a lieutenant colonel) was given 
the task of demobilizing 240,000 
Germans and Hungarians assem- 
bled near Munich, Germany. 

When Gen. Omar N. Bradley be- 
came the first Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in August, 
1949, Clifton was named as an as- 
sistant to Bradley and he served 
with him for four years. 


CONUS Tours Urged 
For Short-Termers 


WASHINGTON — Field com- 
manders were urged by the Army 
this week to assign officers with 
less than three years remaining 
service to stabilized assignments in 
CONUS. Normally, the stabilized 
tours are three full years. 

The commanders also were asked 
to assign to positions officers who 
are one grade lower in rank than 
that authorized for the positions. 

In this regard, it was said, offi- 
cers selected for temporary promo- 
tion on the lists should be used 
whenever possible in positions of 
the next higher grade. 

The Army said also that with 
the retirement hump increasing 
through 1963 the loss of officers, 
particularly in the field grades, 
would create problems in filling 
stabilized assignments in CONUS.

Army Tests Kill Notion 
That Sun Hottest at Noon 


WASHINGTON—Noel Coward and other popularizers of the notion 
that only “Mad Dogs and Englishmen Go Out in the Noonday Sun” 
have been straightened out by the Army in a report on recent experi- 
ments made in the desert at Yuma Test Station, Ariz. 

Seeking methods to reduce the heat load on soldiers wearing 
chemical-proof clothing, Army scientists have challenged the belief that 
the usn is hottest at noon. On the basis of their experiments, they 
claim that it is really hotter in the morning and evening. 

Reporting on the desert experiment, Dr. A. A. Woodward, W. 
Blevins and C. M. Greenland submitted the following conclusions: 

@ Solar radiation is nearly uniform during daylight hours, quickly 
reaches a near maximum during early morning and increases only 
about four percent in mid-afternoon. 

@ During the “hottest” part of the day—from noon until early 
evening—a standing person actually receives less solar radiation than 
he does earlier and later in the day. 

@ Direct sun rays are about eight times as intense in the desert 
as the total indirect or “diffuse” radiation. 

@ Heat load varies widely with weather conditions, land features, 
physical characteristics of clothing and position of the individual in 


relation to his surrounding. 


© A person lying on the ground will receive considerably more 
solar radiation, but almost no “diffuse” radiation.

1970 period, it was reported this 
week. The Corps has about 9200 
officers. 

The retirements include 388 
mandatory ones of RA lieutenant 
colonels and majors as well as those 
of Reserve officers completing 20 
years active service. 

Ten percent of the officers are 
married and 15 percent have de- 
pendents, the survey showed. 








Academy Professor 
Pay Raises Asked 


WASHINGTON — The Pentagon 
once again has asked Congress to 
provide a tastier pay scale for per- 
manent colonel professors at West 
Point and the Air Force Academy. 
The measure, which the lawmakers 
ignored last year, would establish 
two additional longevity steps on 
completion of 31 and 36 years of 
service, increasing the basic pay 
to $1065 and $1145, respectively. 

The permanent professors by 
law cannot advance beyond colo- 
nel, so the services think it only 
fair that they receive raises for 
long service to compensate.

Army Ordnance 
Research Unit 
Now Under R&D 


WASHINGTON—tTransfer of the 
office of Ordnance Research at 
Durham, N.C., to the command of 
the Army Chief of Research and 
Development was announced last 
week by the Department of the 
Army. The office will remain at 
Durham. 

The transfer stems from plans 
institued by the Army early in 
1960 to achieve more effective co- 
ordination and control of the Army 
basic research program in order to 
obtain maximum results within 
the limits of available funds. 

The officer has been redesig- 
nated as the Army Research Office- 
Durham. The office will monitor 
and support the basic research 
program of all the Army technical 
services in the physical sciences 
field. It has been widely recognized 
for its work in the fields of mathe- 
matics, physics, chemistry, metal- 
lurgy, and engineering. It is staffed

In brief, the 19-week study is 
designed to train selected non- 
commissioned officers to supervise, 
coordinate and assist technically 
in the building, operating and main- 
taining integrated field communi- 
cations systems.

GRADUATES of the course will 
range in grade from E-7 through 
E-9 and qualify as area communi- 
cations chiefs. 

The course is taught in three 
phases—six weeks devoted to ad- 
ministration and logistics, seven 
weeks to signal communication 
equipment, and the remaining 
weeks to practical exercises and 
testing. It is climaxed by an 83- 
hour field problem. 

“This curriculum provides the 
students with a liberal education 
in signal field communications,” 
says lst Lt. Richard H. Howe, chief 
of the course.

Because of the newness of the 
course, there are only 24 students 
in training.

Higher Academic Standing 


WASHINGTON — Enlisted men 
were urged to earn at least a high 
school diploma or its equivalent 
and officers to get a baccalaureate 
degree in a new version of an 
Army regulation (621-5) this week. 
Warrant officers, it was said, 
should have the equivalent of two 
years of college. 

The revised regulation also pro- 
vided that commissioned officers 
ean be sent on TDY at no expense 
to the government to a college 
campus for one calendar year in 
order to complete residence re- 
quirements for a degree. The for- 
mer limit had been six months. 

Six months TDY still is _per- 
mitted in certain cases for an of- 
icer .to finish studies. leading .to 
successful graduation. 

The revised regulation “stresses 
and more clearly defines educa- 
tional goals for officers, noncoms, 
specialists and other enlisted _per- 
sonnel.” 


“Commanders,” the regulation 
ordered, “are encouraged to stress 
attainment of these goals for all 
officer personnel, but particularly 
for those with less than 15 years 
of service.”

® EDITORIALS 
A Reminder 


This week was the 30th time a new 
American President has been sworn into 
office after winning an election (we've 
had more Presidents inaugurated, but 
they got into office by getting elected to 
the vice presidency, or they succeeded 
themselves). And for the 30th time the 
outgoing President has turned over his 
considerable powers peacefully to the man 
elected to replace him. 

When Mr. Kennedy succeeded Mr. 
Eisenhower in solemn Washington cere- 
monies, there was no violence. The Wash- 
ington crowds had to fear only pick- 
pockets, frostbite and traffic jams. And 
most of us 180 million lucky Americans 
took it all for granted. 


It is too easy to forget about the 
people who originally made possible this 
orderly change of government. After all, 
most of us were born under this civilized 
system, and we don’t often think of the 
fact that there are mighty few places on 
earth where power can change hands 
regularly and without bloodshed. 


For the most part, the men who created 
the United States had a great deal to lose. 
Most of them were wealthy, and they 
could have lived comfortably under the 
British king; men like George Washington 
risked great fortunes—and their lives— 
when they rebelled against the king. 

But Washington, Franklin, Jefferson 
and their fellow patriots took the. hard 
course because they thought it was the 
right course. They didn’t merely accept 
the leadership of a going movement, 
either. As Allan Nevins and Henry Steele 
Commager put it in their “History of the 
United States”: 

“The revolt against the British govern- 
ment was not a vast spontaneous move- 
ment. Instead, it was carefully planned 
by shrewd men and laboriously and 
sagaciously executed by some of the most 
active spirits on the continent. It could 
never have succeeded if it had been left 
unorganized.” 

Of course, the Founding Fathers were 
political men, and they jockeyed and rolled 
logs pretty much the same way that lead- 
ers in Washington do today. But., behind 
their politicking was a high motive—they 
were trying to do something that nobody 
else had ever been able to do; they were 
going to create a self-perpetuating govern- 
ment of laws, under which people could 
rule themselves. For the first time in his- 
tory, the word “people” has come to mean 
everybody in a country, not just those few 
who hold the real political power. 

When the 56 signers of the Declaration 
of Independence signed their names after 
the phrase “ we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes, and 
our sacred Honor,” they followed up their 
pledge the hard way. They fought and 
financed a war against a major world 
power for eight years, sticking it out 
even when their paper money wasn’t worth 
a Continental, and even when Washing- 
ton’s army at Valley Forge was down to 
about 5000 half-starved officers and men. 

One of Washington’s private soldiers 
was Joseph Hodgkins, a modest shoemaker 
from Ipswich, Mass. In 1776 he wrote a 
letter to his wife, Sarah, which said: 

“ ..I1am willing to sarve my Contery 
in the Best way & mannar that I am 
Capeble of and as our Enemy are gone 
from us I Expect we must follow them 
. I would not Be understood that I 
should Chuse to March But as I am in-

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LetROTCFillSpecialist Gap

SUCH a program could be set-up along 
the lines of noncom specialist courses in 
service schools by a small addition to the 
ROTC Instructor Groups now in existence. 
At the beginning of the last semester of 
this training (second semester of the 
senior year), the cadets enrolled would 
be given an opportunity. to enlist in the 
USAR in a specialist rank commensurate 
with their grades, knowledge, and poten- 
tial value to the service. Most enlistments 
would be at the Army SP- level. 


* * * 


UPON COMPLETION of the two years 
of specialist training, these EM, Reservists 
would report to a military installation for 
a three weeks indoctrination covering 
school of the soldier, small arms range 
firing, CBR, and such other orientation 
and indoctrination as could not be covered 
during the two years of formal study, but 
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are essential. At the end of three weeks, 
these EM would be dispersed to units with 
TO slots in their specialties. Here they 
would complete a 90-day ADT period in 
an on-the-job training status working at 


their specialties. 
* * + 


AT THE end of the 90-days ADT these 
EM would be put in a control group for the 
balance of the six months enlistment. Dur- 
ing peace time and when there is no na- 
tional emergency, their only requirement 
would be to keep the control group in- 
formed of their changes of addresses and 
make yearly reports of their activities as 
all army reservists now do on DA Form 
1140. 


* * * 

UNDER SUCH a program students who 
are candidates for electrical degrees 
would naturally gravitate to electronic 
specialties. Mechanical engineering stu- 
dents would be naturals for certain “hard- 
ware” specialties. There would be very 
little, if any, college credit given for the 
military work under this program because 
by its nature it is a “do it with the hands” 
proposition. However, these specialties 
would have a chance to serve their mili- 
tary time in a manner which would permit 
them to make use of their know-how while 
at the same time plugging a hole in a vul- 
nerable spot . .. the critical MOS list.

Inactive Reserve 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.: The most 
glaring injustice in the entire mil- 
itary retirement system continues 
to be one that allows all officers 
with 20 years active duty the priv- 





acti, : Reserve and National Guard 
service just as if it were active in 
computing retirement pay—while 
denying all enlisted persons any 
credit whatever for this same serv- 
ice. 

We who feel the brunt of this 
injustice know that it is not some- 
thing that is happening infrequent- 
ly. It is happening each month 
on most all military posts. 

There are two instances taking 
place here at Fort Belvoir, on my 
very street. A major recently re- 
tired with 20 years active duty 
and received full credit for eight 
years inactive National Guard 
service.

Furthermore, if Congress passes 
the so-called retirement equaliza- 
tion bill, which will add more bene- 
fits to the officers and very lit- 
tle, if any, to enlisted people— 
before it corrects the described 
discrimination against the enlisted 
folks—then a lot of us will feel 
it is about time to throw in the 
towel. 

The Defense Department has 
estimated that correction of the in- 
equity would cost something like 
$600,000 a year. A small amount 
indeed to wipe out such a big 
stigma.

Will Choose Target 
For His Protest 


OAKHURST, N. J.: — I made a 
New Year’s Resolution and I intend 
to live up to it. I resolved that I 
would be a human being, as well as 
a member of the military. 

For the entirety of my 17 years’ 
previous service I have lived under 
the illusion that I was less than a 
full-fledged American citizen. This 
idea was implanted in my mind by 
the military which I first became 
acquainted with.

ASHINGTON — “What 

we do is answer ques- 
tions,” said Israel (Judge) 
Wice, chief of the General 
Reference Branch. of the Of- 
fice of Military History, when 
asked by Army Times to sum 
up the work of his shop, one 
of the most fascinating in the 
Army to anyone interested in 
World War II. 

How many questions, 

“A modest estimate would be 
700 to 800 questions a month,” said 
Wice, a soft-spoken man with a 
slight Philadelphia accent. 

This 700-800 figure includes 
simple questions that can be an- 
swered immediately, complex high- | 
level questions from officers and | 
historians, and a wide range of 
queries in the mail. 

Questions in the mail come from 
people in all walks of life. A recent 
one came from a former chief of 
staff. Another from a young boy 
who asked simply: “Tell me all 
about the Civil War.” The boy 
enclosed a nickel for postage. 

A major general recently 
wanted to know “the name of the 
German admiral who was the naval 
adviser to the Chinese Navy in 
1895.”” The Reference Branch came 
up with the answer quickly: Gen- 
eral Von Hanneken. 

On the othed hand, the Branch 
can’t do much with the following 
kind of letter, received from a 
youngster last year: “Dear Sir: It 
would please me if you would send 
me some information. Yours tru- 
Me Io 

” * « 

ALTHOUGH the great mass of 
War II documents are elsewhere 
(in warehouses in Alexandria, Va., 
and St. Louis), the Reference 
Branch has about 3000 unpublished 
historical manuscripts from every 
agency in the Army dating from 
about 1944. It also has 2300 German 
and some 200 Japanese mono- 
graphs. 

Among the Japanese acounts are 
reports on submarine activities be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, operations or- 
ders for patrolling the waters be- 
tween San Francisco and Seattle, 
and plans for shelling the West 
Coast on Christmas Eve of 1941. 

In the file cabinets (most un 
classified, some locked up), there 
are detailed histories of the Army’: 
administrative function in War II. 
They range from radar testing to 
shoe packaging to war brides. 





One, dealing with “Fraterniza 


— 


tion with the Germans in World 
War II,” written in 1947, contains 
this passage which will ring true 
for War II veterans: 

“The problem of female com- 
panionship was a difficult one. 
There were comparatively few 
women of Allied nationalities ac- 
companying the armies as nurses, 
entertainers, and club hostesses. 
Moreover, as was Observed fre- 
quently during the period when 
the rules on _ non-fraternization 
were in effect, the women of Allied 
nationality were either officers or 
considered to have status as offi- 
cers, and for that reason their com- 
pany for dances, parties, and like 
entertainment was denied to the 
great mass of the armed forces .. . 
It was considerations such as these 
which suggested that the women’s 
services should be increased in 
membership as much as possible in 
the forces of occupation.” 

Some of these unpublished stu- 
dies, written in scholarly fashion | 
with ample footnotes, once bore a} 
red SECRET stamp, such as one} 
Army Times glanced at concerning 
military collaboration with Venezu- 
ela during War II. 

A passage in this study which 
caught the eye states that Venezu 
ela’s cooperation was “restrained” 
and its relationship with the U. S. 
was “harmonious although not cor- 
dial’”’ but Venezuela was “‘not much 
different” from “other Latin 
American countries in their war- 
time relations with the Caribbean 
Defense Command.” 

Some of the information in these 
studies is incorporated into the} 
published histories of the Army in| 
World War II produced by OCMH’s | 
historians anl editors (a story on| 
how these histories are produced | 
was in the 26 November 1960 issue | 
of Army Times). Much of the his- } 
torian’s work, however, deals with | 
official unit records and other first- 
hand information.

GENERAL. CUSTER is never 
forgotten by Judge Wice and his 
staff. “We have been averaging 
three or four questions daily about 
General Custer for 15 years,” he 
says. Wice has headed the General 
Reference Branch since its establ- 
ishment 15 years ago. 

General Patton is also a popular 
subject, says Wice, as is the Nor- 
mandy Invasion. 

Does the Branch serve as a place 
for soldiers and others concerned 
with War II to settle bets? 

“We are not supposed to settle 
bets,” says Wice, “but perhaps we 
do, sometimes.” Some letters which 
may involve bet-settling although

< bey hypothetical officer of whom we spoke last week had earned a rating score of 
3.4 under a system of rating him only on the job he was doing during his five years 
of service. With such a rating and assuming that there was nothing in the remarks 
section of the 10 reports that had been submitted on him, he would at this point in 
his career be promoted to captain.

WHAT ABOUT his ratings 
during this time? 

I would suggest that they con- 
tinue to be made and scored on 
the same basis. During the three 
years between promotion to cap- 
tain and eligibility for promo- 
tion to major from “below the 
zone” the captain should per- 
haps go to school. During this 
same period, he might also hold 
from one to four jobs, during 
one assignment. 

Let us assume that he has 
again been given a 4 for his 
school assignment, that he has 
held two jobs and that he has re- 
ceived a 4 on both of them. He 
now has a 3.54 rating, hardly 
enough to make him likely to be 
selected for an early majority, 
but enough so that improve- 
ment is indicated by his record. 
He has become a man for his 
career branch to watch. 

It would be possible for such 
a system as this to be operated 
on only three ratings—bad, aver- 
age and good; or unsatisfactory, 
satisfactory and superior. Addi- 
tional ratings could be added up 
to six or seven or even more. 

And it would also be possible 
to assign not a digit but a great- 
er number—say 100, 200, 300, 





400 and 500 to the various de- 


scriptive adjectives. On no one 
rating, however, would a frac- 
tional number be given.

BASED on this and ideally, the 
average officer in the Army 
should be a 3 (or 3.00). The 
superior officer would rate some- 
thing above a 4 (or 4.00) while 
the Army would rid itself of 
any officer whose average was 
below a 2 (or 2.00). 

Several questions appear at 
this point. Should the “raw 
scores” be fitted to a “curve”? 
That is, should the raw score 
be adjusted so that there are 
always officers in the 1.00 or 
2.00 area, always others in the 
4.00 to 4.99 area, and the bulk 
of the officers fall between the 
2.50 to 3.50 area? I would think 
not. While the scores given re- 
sult from subjective judgments 
and are designed to compare of- 
ficers, a score comparison is all 
that seems to be needed, not the 
pictorial’ comparison given by 
fitting scores to a curve. 

The score—OEI or whatever 
you want to call it—is a tool, 
not an absolute measuring de- 
vice. It appears unlikely that 
one could honestly say that an 
officer with a 3.54 score is bet- 
ter or worse than an officer with 
a 3.25 or a 3.75 score. I, would 
think, however, that the officer 
with the 3.75 score is likely to 
be a more effective officer than 
the one with the 3.25 score. 

Each officer’s score would be 











computed only from the job rat- 
ing section. Other portions of 
the report would be used by 
personnel actions boards to per- 
mit them to make more refined 
judgments as between two offi- 
cers in the same general scor- 
ing area. 
~ a . 

FOR EXAMPLE, the officer 
who regularly received a 4 in 
the section asking how the rater 
would feel about having him un- 
der his command again would be 
more likely to be picked for a 
favorable action than another 
whom the rater usually gave a 3. 


For selection boards other ma- 
terial would also be useful such 
as the results of tests and in- 
spections of units or organiza- 
tions commanded by the officer 
being considered, commendation 
letters and such other things as 
are now used. 

The constant danger that re- 
ports would be inflated is to be 
controlled by the requirement 
that a 4 or 2 must be justified 
in writing and in detail by the 
rater, while a 1 or a 5 must 
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Name 


not only be so detailed but must 
also be supported by documen- 
tation which could include in- 
spection reports, affidavits of 
other officers — superiors, con- 
temporaries and subordinates — 
and the like. 


The requirement that the re- 
port indicate something of the 
rater and contain the rater’s 
long-range comparison of the of- 
ficer with others would also 
hold down the tendency to in- 
flate the report.

THE SUGGESTION has been 
made that all officers still on ac- 
tive duty, at a point in their 
careers which would be the same 
within a year or so, be sent to 
Command and General Staff Col- 
lege, that competition for school 
not begin until an officer 
reaches the War College point 
in his career.

Soviets Seek 
Seapower

——— SOVIET propaganda mill is persistently hammer- 
ing out a series of complaints and protests about al- 
leged interference with Soviet ships by U.S. and British 


naval vessels. 

These outbursts have been 
coming thick and fast lately, 
and are proving to be of very 
flimsy substance when _investi- 
gated. 

Thus on Jan. 12, a press con- 
ference was staged in Moscow in 
the Exhibition Hall of the Soviet 
Merchant Fleet, at which the 
Minister of Merchant Marine, 
Mr. Bakeyev, protested (sup- 
ported by photographs) about 
the British anti-submarine frig- 
ate Urchin “spying” on Soviet 
fishing vessels. A British Ad- 
miralty spokesman dryly pointed 
out that the Urchin had indeed 
met—by arrangement—a Soviet 
fishing vessel to pick up three 
British airmen who had been 
rescued from a crashed plane by 
the Soviet fishermen. 

On Jan. 14, a solemn note of 
protest was delivered to the 
American Ambassador in Mos- 
cow, Llewellyn Thompson, com- 
plaining that the Soviet tanker 
Sverdlovsk had been met in the 
“neutral waters of the Caribbean 
by a U.S. patrol vessel and two 
other U.S. warships, and ordered 
to heave to immediately “with- 
out any ground whatever for 


this.” For such a “flagrant” vio- 
lation of international law, the 
Soviet note demanded “the 


punishment of those guilty.” 

Hot on the same trail, Moscow 
radio on Jan. 17 reported that 
the Soviet motor ship Andreyev 
had radioed_that it was ‘“‘molest- 
ed” for 25 minutes in the Ara- 
bian Sea by the U.S. destroyer 
Ingraham, which “twice ap- 
proached the Soviet ship to 
within cable’s length. The crew 
of the Andreyev,” Moscow radio 
went on, “expresses its pro- 
found indignation at the actions 
of the warship.” 

Meanwhile, some facts have 
been obtained from a reliable 
source about the above-men- 
tioned Sverdlovsk incident in the 
“neutral waters of the Carib- 
bean.” 

It appears that on the date in 
question, after nightfall, three 
U.S. Navy ships belonging to an 
amphibious squadron were re- 
turning to the naval base at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, after 
the completion of an exercise. 
None of them could possibly be 
described as a “patrol vessel” 
—they were a transport, a cargo 
ship and an LST. About 20 
miles east of Windward Point, 
which lies at the entrance of 
Guantanamo Bay, two radar con- 
tacts were made. These seemed 
to be two ships moving from 
west to east about 7% miles off 
the Cuban coast. 

The international signal KK— 
which is a request that the re- 
ceiving ship identify itself—was 
repeatedly flashed by search- 
light, and after about 15 min- 
utes the approaching ships an- 
swered that they were the Soviet 
tanker Sverdlovsk and another 
Soviet ship named Havermorsk. 
No further signals were made 
by the Americans, and there was 
no further communication of 
any kind between them and the 
Seviet ships; certainly there was 
ne demand that the latter 
should heave to. The American 
and Soviet ships passed at dis- 
tances of about 3% miles, the 


former proceeding on their way 
to Guantanamo. 

The fact that the Soviets went 
so far as to file a formal diplo- 
matic protest over this trivial 
and entirely normal incident is 
seen as an indication of their 
resolve to make a major propa- 
ganda issue out of every occasion 
when Soviet shipping encounters 
U.S., British or other Western 
warships. This view seems well 
supported by the other in- 
stances above cited. 

The Soviet purpose is quite 
clear. They want to prevent all 
inquiries about and even close 
observation of their shipping 
on the high seas. They are con- 
scious that they are using their 
ships and fishing vessels for a 
widespread campaign of visual 
and electronic espionage. 

Of this we have had all too 
many recent instances such as 
the presence of a Soviet trawler 
(equipped with electronic gear 
of the most modern type) in the 
vicinity of the sea trials of the 
fleet ballistic missile submarine 
George Washington last sum- 
mer. U.S. and NATO naval exer- 
cises always attract a swarm of 
“innocent” Soviet seamen and 
fishermen. 

The Soviets are of course 
aware that the U.S. Navy is now 


engaged in rather’ extensive 
maneuvers in the Caribbean 
Sea. 

The Kremlin knows, too, that 


it is using its ships to support 
revolutionary parties all over the 


world, and intends to keep on 
doing so—in line with Mr. 
Khrushchev’s just - announced 
policy about supporting “wars 
of liberation.” 

And the Kremlin knows it 


has no effective physical means 
of protecting those ships if ever 
the patience of the western sea- 
powers should give way to firm 
and quite legitimate measures of 
self-protection. 

What we are seeing, therefore, 
is one more instance of the ver- 
satility of the Soviets in opening 
up a political flank to bolster an 
otherwise untenable’ military 
position. If enough public up- 
roar can be created about the 
supposedly “provocative” actions 
of Western warships, the Krem- 
lin can cherish the hope that 
Western governments may be- 
come sufficiently embarrassed or 
come under sufficient home pres- 
sure from those elements who 
are already ready to think the 
worst of their own people in 
uniform, to issue orders to 
naval commanders to stay clear 
of Soviet ships altogether. 


All Soviet skippers are ap- 
parently under orders to radio 
Moscow immediately whenever 
they so much as sight an Ameri- 
can or British warship or air- 
craft. The propaganda story is 
then built up by fertile imagina- 
tions in Moscow, supported by 
the single grain of truth that a 
warship or plane was in fact 
present at the stated time and 
place. We shall have more of 
this, and it will be helpful if 
the actual circumstances are 
made publie as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The truth is the best 
weapon against a campaign of 
lies.

Under R&D 


WASHINGTON—Transfer of the 
Office of Ordnance Research at 
Durham, N. C., to the command 
of the Army Chief of Research and 
Development was announced 16 
January, by the Department of the 
Army. 

The transfer stems from plan- 
ning discussions instituted by the 
Army early in 1960 with a goal 
of achieving more effective coordi- 
nation and control of the Army 
basic research program in order to 
obtain maximum results within the 
limits of available funds. It repre- 
sents a major action taken by Lt. 
Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, the 
Army’s Chief of Research and De- 
velopment, under a clarified and 
strengthened Army R&D mission 
assignment approved by Army Sec- 
retary Wilber M. Brucker last 
August. 

The Office of Ordnance Research 
has been redesignated Army Re- 
search Office — Durham. Widely 
recognized for its competence in 
a variety of scientific fields, in- 
cluding mathematics, physics, 
chemistry, metallurgy and engi- 
neering, the Office of Ordnance Re- 
search has 109 scientists, engineers 
and administrative personnel. 

Under Ordnance management, | 
the office has financed and man- 
aged a basic research program, 


which has been carried out in more | 





The radar equipment, with great 
range and unprecedented accuracy, 
has been installed and energized.

Third of Bolte Analyses: 





Boards Pick Some fo Stay On 


WASHINGTON — In its first five recommendations, the Bolte committee set up 
a uniform promotion system which called for a single selection list for temporary and per- 
manent grade. The next three recommendations establish what the committee thinks 
should happen in the event of failure of selection for promotion and grade structure to 
which promotion flow would conform. 





The actual wording of these 
three recommendations appears in 
the accompanying box. Also given 
is a table showing the proposed 
grade structure for officers below 
general officer rank. | 

Since the Bolte committee drops 
the requirement that officers be 
considered for permanent promo- 
tion, regardless of vacancy, at cer- 
tain points in their careers, and 
substitutes therefore a single se- 
lection system, it must also limit 
promotions to actual vacancies. Va- 
cancies occur in two ways: natural 
attrition (death, retirement, resig- 
nation, etc.) and forced attrition. 

+ * 7 

FORCED ATTRITION of one 
kind or another is provided for by 
law in the promotion systems of 
every service. For Regulars, this 
is usually determined by failure 
of selection for promotion or by 
retirement after service of certain 
length, depending on grade. For 
non-Regulars, tenure, the commit- 
tee points out, depends almost en- 
tirely on strength authorized the 
service. Non-Regulars can be, and 
are, RIFed when the need arises 
to cut service strength. 

After considering the criticism 
that officers still had useful po- 
tential 30 years active commission- 
ed service, the committee retained 
the “0-year pattern as suiting the 
need for attrition at the top so 
that there could be a promotion 
flow for junior officers. 

From this it followed, in the 
committee’s thinking, that it would 
stick with the “up or out” concept 
of officer career management, so 
that at all levels the best stayed 
in and the need for the highest 
quality officers was met. On the 
other hand, the committee recog- 
nized that fine officers might be 
caught by a shortage of vacancies. 
For this reason it recommends that 
selection boards not only pick of- 
ficers for promotion (temporary 
when a vacancy occurs in the ac- 
tive duty grade structure, to be 
confirmed as permanent when a 
vacancy occurs in the permanent 
grade structure) but also that the 
board pick ‘officers to be contin- 
ued on active duty to meet service 
needs, even though they have twice 
failed of selection for promotion. |

THIS NEW continuation author- | 


ity would, for example, permit the | 
retention of a captain who had 
failed to be selected for major for 
the second time during his twelfth 
year of service, to be retained for 
at least two but not more than 
four years. At the end of the re- 
tention period, if not promoted, 
he would again be considered and 
might be retained for another two 
to four years. He could thus be 
kept on until eligible for retire- 
ment, never serving in higher grade 
than captain. Today, if a Regular, 
he would have to be considered for 
promotion at 14 years service,

IN RECOMMENDATION 6, the 
committee calls for discharge of 
any officer twice failing of selec- 
tion for promotion—temporary or 
permanent, since selection for 
temporary promotion is tantamount 
to selection for permanent promo- 

tion—regardless of component. 

In grades of captain and higher, 
however, the committee provides 
for selection for continuation on 
active duty to 20 years for captains. 

Majors would be “guaranteed” 
20 years of service and would re- 
tire at 20 if they failed of pro- 
motion (this is two years earlier 
than present Army Regular promo- 
tion law but conforms to the 
Army’s 20-year retirement program 
for non-Regulars). 

Lieutenant colonels could be re- 
tained to 26 years service. They 
would not, as now, be guaranteed 
28 years, in fact, might go out at 
20 if not selected as a second con- 
sideration for promotion and not 
selected for continuation. Those 
now permanent lieutenant colo- 
nels would be retained to 28 years, 
however. 

Colonels not selected for a star 
would retire after 30 years. If 
twice passed over before 30 and 
not selected for continuation, they 
could be retired with less than 30. 

Brigadier generals would be 
be guaranteed not less than 30 
years service and .not less than 
five years in grade. 

Professional list colonels and 
lieutenant colonels could be con- 
tinued beyond the 30 and 26-year 
service points but not beyond age 
62. Recommendation 6(h) modi- 
fies these requirements with re- 
spect to female officers. 

All times are active commis- 
sioned service periods and include 
only actual service (not construc- 
tive service) effective with the ef- 
fective date of the law which puts 
the Bolte recommendations into 
effect. Constructive credit granted 
before the effective date of the 
act remains credited. 

* * « 

RECOMMENDATION 7 sets up 
a new active duty grade structure 
which is shown in the accompany- 
ing table. This replaces the struc- 
ture set up by the Officer Grade 
Limitation Act. 

Recommendation 8 sets up the 
Regular officer grade structure of 
the Army, based during the first 
five years on a strength of 47,000 
officers, and thereafter on the Reg- 
ular Army’s actual officer strength. 


Army sets forth that the proposal 
to permit only actual service to 
be credited is consistent with the 
other recommendations of the re- 
port. But to the revision of the 
general officer strength and of the 
grade structure it has reservations. 
These two subjects and additional 
recommendations will be consid- 
ered more fully next week. 
* * * 

PROPOSED grade distribution 
table, includes only “line” or single 
promotion list officers.

“Base” means 
Regular Army officer strength.

(d) Lieut t 1 1 ders who have twice failed of promotion and 
who have completed 20 or more years of active commissioned service to be retired 
unless selected by a board for continuation on active duty. Such continuation not 
to extend beyond the completion of 26 years of active commissioned service. 

(e) Colonels/captains to retire after failing twice of selection for promotion 
unless continued on active duty by board action to the completion of 30 years’ 
active commissioned service. Colonels/captains with five or more years’ service in 
grade may be placed in a continuation zone for consideration for continued active 
duty by a selection board. If selected for continuation officers would continue 
to serve until the completion of 30 years’ active commissioned service; if not

(f) Brigadier generals/rear admirals (LH) to be retired on completion of 5 
years in grade and not less than 30 years’ active commissioned service. Major gen- 
erals/rear admirals (UH) to retire on completion of 5 years in grade and not less 
than 30 years’ active commissioned service, unless selected for continued active duty. 
Such continuation not to exceed 5 years without another consideration by a board. 

(g) The continuation of officers who receive advanced grade or rank by reason 
of credit for professional education or experience may extend beyond the 30-year- 
point for coloneis/captains and the 26-year point for lieut t col 1s, ders, 
but not beyond age 62. 

th) Certain exceptions to the foregoing general rules to be made for female 
officers, other than those in (g) next above.

SPRING LAKE, N.C.: I agree 
(with: Prentiss M. Davis, 17 Decem- 
ber Army Times) that the move- 
ment of mobile homes should be 
paid for on the same basis as 
household goods and that mobile 
home parks should be established 
at each installation of any size.

Our total costs, including pay- | 
ment on the mobile home, never | 
went over $90 a month. This was | 
$12.90 above our quarters allow- | 
ance. Could we have rented a} 
furnished, two-bedroom place for | 
this amount? 

When we made a move, we had 
to look for a mobile home lot. We 
had a mobile park directory. This | 
told what each park had and how} 
it rated. We usually found a park 
the same day we arrived and slept 
in our own beds. 

The disadvantage is that the gov- | 
ernment pays only 20 cents a mile | 
for moving. If they paid the full | 
amount, it would bring people out 
of the small trailers and into large 
mobile homes, thus minimizing the | 
“tacky” appearance of _ trailer | 
courts, so often objected to. 

Yes, we intend to buy a mobile 
home when we return to the States.

‘Top Three’ Prestige 
Has Shifted a Bit 


FORT BENNING, Ga.: Army 
Times features a Commentary for 
19 Nov. 1960 by Sgt. Alfred E. 
Kottal, entitled “Ex-Officers Rate 
‘Break.’” Sgt. Kottal has hit the 
proverbial nail, but he has used a| 
jeweller’s hammer. Thus, he made | 
a ping upon contact but he didn’t 
drive the nail firmly into place. 

I believe the reason for his mi- | 
nute effect is that he speaks for | 
only a minority and, as is the case 





so often, the sights of minority 
group spokesmen are narrowed to 
slits. } 

The overall problem that he 
hinted at but never declared is 
that overworked discussion topic 


of prestige for non-commissioned 
officers. When Kottal suggests 
that all E-5’s with over 15 years 
be afforded the samé privileges as 
are now given to E-6’s, he failed | 
to -really examine this prestige 
problem. 

For the E-6 privileges are quick- 
ly becoming a thing of the past. 
Let me clarify. 

In the not too distant past, the 
ranks of E-5, 6, and 7 were the 
prestige ratings of the Army and 
considered the NCO corps. E4 
was the junior noncom with priv- 
ileges only slightly less than those 
afforded the “top three.” 

But in the last few years the| 
E-5 rank was dropped from the 
privilege and prestige ratings of 
the Army and the majority of priv- | 
ileges went only to the “top two”; | 
E6 and E-7. Of course, as this | 
transpired the E4 lost out com- | 
pletely. 

The “new Army” with its many | 


changes now incorporates the two | 


general knowledge than the E-7. 
He further commented that in a 
few years this would be further as- 
cented. 

As the Old Sergeant might say, 
“Baaloneee!” 

The present day supergraders 
didn’t take special qualifying ex- 
aminations to move up and fill 
these vacancies. They were in the 
right spot at the right time and 
possessed the basic qualifications. 

Maybe with the development of 
the proficiency tests as a major 
tool for promotions, what he says 
may come true in a few years. But, 
at present, such is not the case. 

So, look at the overall picture 
of NCO prestige and you'll see 
that if Kottal’s proposal were 
granted, it would still not alleviate 
the problem of the E-5 (ex-officer 
or not). 

Individual prestige may be com- 
manded still by the noncom of 
any rank by his own knowledge, 
appearance, and performance. But 
for the prestige of privileges af- 
forded, the field has narrowed up 
to the “top three” with emphasis 
coming to make it only the “top 
two.”

Army Starts Nike Zeus Radar 
Tests on Ascension Island 


WASHINGTON — Preliminary testing of the Nike-Zeus system’s massive target-track 
radar has started on Ascension Island, the Department of the Army announced last week. 


The radar equipment, with great 
range and unprecedented accura- 
cy, has been installed and ener- 
gized. It is now being checked so 
that it may track intercontinental 
ballistic missiles fired down the At- 
lantic Missile Range from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. Actual radiation 
checks, beaming the radar’s power- 
ful sweep into space, will begin 
soon. 

Ascension Island lies 4500 miles 
southeast of Florida, in that part 
of the South Atlantic where nose 
cones of the largest missiles fired 
from Cape Canaveral usually land. 

Brig. Gen. John G. Zierdt, com- 
mander of the Army Rocket and 


Guided Missile Agency, said the 
radar on Ascension Island is a re- 
search and development instru- 
ment designed to provide data and 
information for the Nike-Zeus sys- 
tem now in advanced development. 
It has a dish-shaped antenna meas- 
uring 24 feet in diameter. A plas- 
tic radome houses both antenna 
and mount. The mount weighs 
200,000 pounds. 

A computer has also been in- 
stailed which will record phenom- 
ena associated with intercontinent- 


al ballistic missiles tracked by the | 


radar. These records, stored on 
magnetic tape, will be used in ad- 
vanced testing of the Nike-Zeus 
missile. The recorded trajectories 
will be fed into computers at White 
Sands Missile Range, N. M., and at 
Point Mugu, Calif., where test fir- 
ings of the Nike-Zeus will be con- 
ducted. The recordings vill be 


used in a “synthetic intercept” pro- | 


gram. 

Instead of having an ICBM as 
an actual target, the tape will be 
used to simulate it. The target in- 
tercept computer, which tells the 
defending Zeus missile where the 
target is in space, and where the 
anti-missile missile must go to in- 
tercept the target, will use the 


data recorded on the Ascension Is- | 


land tapes. 

“With these magnetic tapes, we 
can check the Nike-Zeus system’s 
accuracy and reaction time,” Gen. 
Zierdt explained. 





In practice, the Nike-Zeus mis- 
sile will take off from its launcher, 
roar through the sky and follow a 
course back to earth. Recording 
instruments will indicate the suc- 
cess of the Zeus in intercepting 
the “ghost” target based on infor- 
mation fed into the target inter- 
cept computer by the Ascension Is- 
land tapes.

THE TARGET-TRACK radar is | 
one of four principal radars used 
in the Nike-Zeus system. A broad- | 
beamed acquisition radar, capable 
of searching millions of cubic miles 
of space, will first locate the attack- 
ing ICBM warhead. The target will 
then be transferred automatically 
to the target-track radar which fol- 
lows it, supplying the precise lo- 
cation data required for intercep- 
tion. 

A discrimination radar will pro- 
vide the accurate measurements | 
necessary to identify real warheads | 
among the decoys which might be 
tglected by an incoming missile. A 
fourth unit, the missile-track ra- | 
dar, will follow the defending Nike- | 
| Zeus missile, feeding precise loca- 
tion data continuously to control 
|computers which issue steering 
|commands to the anti-missile mis- 
| sile. 

The Army is now installing a 
complete Nike-Zeus system on} 
Kwajalein Island in the Pacific. In | 
a forthcoming series of tests, Nike- 
Zeus missiles will be fired and con | 
trolled from Kwajalein to intercept | 
the re-entry bodies of ICBM’s fired 
from the California coast. 





The Army Rocket and Guided 
Missile Agency is technical super- 
visor of the Nike-Zeus program for 
the Army Ordnance Missile Com-

Signal School Offers 
New Commo Course 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.—A 
new signal subcourse titled “Com- 
munications in the Infantry Divi- 
sion Battle Group” is available to 
students of the Department of Non- 
resident Instruction, USASCS. The 
release of the new subcourse— 
Subcourse C19—was announced by 
Brig Gen Charles M. Baer, com- 
mandant of the Signal School here. 

In the history of warfare, signi- 
ficant developments in weaponry 
have usually promoted correspond- 
ing changes in the organization 
and employment of tactical units. 
The introduction of tactical nu- 
clear weapons was no exception. 
As these weapons were being de- 
veloped, our strategists realized 
that greater mobility and disper- 
sion, more firepower, and more 
effective command control were 
required if troops were to survive 
on a nuclear battlefield. 

To meet the needs of the new 
situation, the Army reorganized 
the infantry division. The tri- 
angular division of three regi- 
ments was abandoned in favor 





of the pentomic division with its 
five battle groups. 

The new subcourse familiarizes 
students with the organization and 
mission of the battle group and 
with the signal communications 
that it uses in its tactical opera- 
tions. 

The study deals with the follow- 
ing major topics: communication 
responsibilities of the battle group; 
organization of the battle group 
communication platoon; signal cap- 
abilities of the communication pla- 
toon; communications within units 
of the infantry division battle 
group and the problems encoun- 
tered in providing communications 
for the battle group during an at- 
tack,

A graduate of one service col- 
lege will not normally be eligible 
for selection to another college of 
the same level. 

Attendance at these schools 
will conform in general with the 
completion of a normal foreign 
service tour or stablized CONUS 
tour or CONUS assignment not 
specifically designated as a stabil- 
ized assignment. Early termination 
or extension of tours may be di- 
rected by the Army in order to co- 
ordinate assignments. 

Graduates of these service 
schools will normally complete a 
tour of nonstudent duty before at- 
tending another service school or 
college.

Army officials said that depend- 
ents of men assigned to MAGs, 
missions, etc., would in most cases 
travel with their sponsors. Such 
dependents were exempted from 
ceilings because in most cases it 
is diplomatically helpful to have 
families along in those foreign 
countries where MAGs and mis- 
sions are maintained. 


But these dependents have to be 
counted against the ceilings. 

Just how the cut will work in 
West Berlin has not been detailed 
in Washington. The Department 
of Defense said that there were 
about 3800 dependents of military 
services in that city living in 845 
family units.

FORT SILL, Okla.—Every 
fighter claims that Sunday 
punch and the Army’s “big 
one” as far as mobile heavy, 
ballistic missile artillery is 
concerned is the supersonic 
Redstone missile. 

Two Redstone firing batteries 
were activated 1 Oct., 1960 at the 
Army Artillery and Missile Center 
at Fort Sill. They are Btry. A and 
Btry. B of the 4th Msl. Bn., 333d 
Arty., units of the 209th Arty. Gp. 
commanded by Col. T. M. Craw- 
ford. 

Capt. Hugh Swafford is com- 
manding officer of Bty. A, B Btry. 
Lt. Edward E. Chick. 


The 200-mile range, liquid fuel 
Redstone, which stands 69 feet 
high, can deliver either conven- 
tional or nuclear warheads at 
ground targets far beyond the 
range of conventional artillery. {t 
has been deployed overseas since 
1958. 

Redstone has already secured its 
place among missiles. With its 
78,000-pound thrust system, it was 
the basic missile used in launch- 
ing the Explorer I satellite, and 
it has contributed to the solution 
of the re-entry problem. 

One of the biggest jobs for the 
Army missile is the part it’s play- 
ing in Project Mercury, the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s program to carry 
man into space and return him to 
earth. 

“As two of the few Redstone 
batteries in the Army,” Capt. Swaf | 
ford explained, “one of our prim.- | 
ary missions is to host and support 
overseas units when they take} 
their annual service practice at 
White Sands Missile Range.” 


Thanks to the Sill batteries, | 
thousands of spectators at parades 
through the Southwest have seen 
the Redstone. Public relations, as 
the captain sees it, is an important 
part of the units’ duties. 

But, like all oldtimers the Red- 
stone is expected to give way to 
a member of the “new crop” — in| 
this instance the Pershing, a ‘two- 
stage solid propellant missile. 

The Pershing, far along in the 
research and development stage,

FORT JACKSON, S.C. — “I 
thought we might as well make it 
a family affair,” explained Pvt. 
John Orzehowski as he and his 
adopted son, Tommy, began basic 
training together at Fort Jack- 
son. 

Orzehowski, 29, befriended the 
war-orphaned boy during a tour 
of duty in Korea. In 1959 a five- 
year effort ended in Tommy’s 
adoption and a trip to a new 
home in America. When Tommy, 
now 17, joined the Army, his fos- 
ter father decided to reenlist with 
him. The recruiting officer in 
Baltimore, Md., working through 
the Pentagon, arranged to have 
them both asigned to the same 
outfit. 

Tommy, born in Pyongyang, 
lost his parents during the Kor- 
ean War, and was adopted by an 
American outfit as its mascot. 

John and Tommy became close 
friends, and as John’s enlistment 
neared its close, he decided to 
adopt Tommy and take him to 
America. Because John was un- 
married and visas for Koreans 
were hard to get, a mountain of 
forms and official procedures 
stood between John, Tommy and 
the realization of their dream. 

Deciding he could speed mat- 
ters by staying in Korea, John 
arranged for his discharge and 
for a job there, with the Inter- 
national Cooperation Adminis- 
tration, an agency that supervises 
the handling of foreign aid to 
Korea. 

Finally in February 1959, five 
years after their initial applica- 
tion, Tommy officially became 


Tommy Lee Orzehowski and was 
given a visa for entrance into 
the United States. 

In May he and his foster 
father sailed for America and 
settled in Arlington, Va. Tommy 


attended Stratford High School 
and then decided to “re-join” the 
same Army that had done so 
much to bring him freedom, a 
new home and a father. His 
father, deciding to make the 
Army his career, reenlisted with 
the boy. Both are now members 
of the 4th platoon, Co. B, 19th 
Bn., at Fort Jackson.

Whatever the source of the 
feud, Hatfield says the prime 
protagonist on the Hatfield side 
was “Devil” Ance Hatfield, his 
great-great-uncle. 

“Devil,” who has been com- 
memorated by a 20-foot statue in 
Logan, W. Va., reportedly pos- 
sessed a highly changeable per- 
sonality. It alternated between 
extreme timidity and bloody vio- 
lence. 

Distortion of the true story, 
inevitable with the passing of 
10 decades, has converted this 
feuding into a major war. In the 
interest of verity; Hatfield em- 
phasizes that the actual “killing 
of the kin” lasted only for a per- 
iod of 10 years, with about 11 
members of the two families be- 
ing murdered. However, the gen- 
eral antagonism between the two 
camps continued for about 80 
years. 

At the present time the feud 
has all but been forgotten by the 
Hatfield-McCoy descendents. Off- 
ering an example, Hatfield said 
that he was employed by a Mc- 
Coy store in Lobata for almost 
two years and, in his own words, 
“We got along real well.”

pre CLYDE TAYLOR, an ambulance driver from 
Lamesa, Tex., was luckier than many in North 
Africa. Clipped in the head by a 20mm tank shell, 
at a place called Sidi-Bow-Zid, he was picked up by 
the Germans and spent two months in one of their 
field hospitals. There he was found, partially paralyzed 
and unable to speak but with his medical record 
thoughtfully left on his bed, when the Germans aban- 
doned the hospital to the British during their retreat. 

It has been nearly 18 years since Taylor was 
wheeled into our ward at the 38th General Hospital 
near Cairo, late one day in April or early May 1943. 
But he, and others including Capt. Harold Smith, the 
surgeon who asked if anyone could translate the record 
left with Taylor, came back as fresh as yesterday as I 
re-read the story Al Kline wrote for the Middle East 
Stars and Stripes that summer after Taylor had re- 
covered his speech and was about ready to be sent 
home. 

For readers who served in Europe and Africa, there 
are scores of stories in this book from the War II 
Stars and Stripes files that probably will evoke 
memories the way Kline’s piece did for this one. 
Even those who served in the Pacific, where Stripes 
was a late starter and never achieved the circulation 
it did in Europe, should find interest in these soldier-eye 
views of “the other war.” 

*~ ~ * 

THERE WERE 25 editions of Stars and Stripes in 
War II, all in the European Theater except for the Mid- 
dle Pacific, printed in Honolulu from 14 May 1945 to 
30 Jan. 1946. They started in London 18 April 1942, 
followed the advances through North Africa, Italy and 
Europe and finally ceased publication — as a wartime 
paper — in Southern Germany 5 Dec. 1946. Wherever 
the troops were, Stripes reporters were there. 


Robert Meyer Jr., who started this collection of 
Stripes stories and verse, including “Dirty Gertie from 
Bizerte,” was a correspondent on the Mediterranean 
edition of Stripes from 1944 until his discharge a year 
later. He has struck a happy balance between combat 
reports, front line and back area features, stories of 
individuals and editorials. Bridging material such as 
pop songs of the day and news of other fronts or 
home are supplied by the author to maintain continuity. 

And the end papers are filled with representative 
cartoons by George Baker (Sad Sack), Dick Wingate, 
Dave Breger and others. 

The result may not be history to the formal his- 
torian. But to the millions who read Stripes in War II, 
it is history they lived at close range, history that comes 
back sharp and clear, and often dirty and disagreeable, 
in these pages. 





THE BEDSIDE GUARDIAN: A Selection 
from The Guardian 1959-60, with a foreword 
by Alastair Hetherington.

ia YOU’VE ever wondered how nasty people can be, 

there’s a clear example in this collection of pieces 
appearing last year in the British newspaper, The 
Guardian. One of the articles was written by a reporter 
who accompanied a group of car repossessors on their 
nighttime rounds. The article discusses repossession 
techniques, and it reports that it isn’t usually very 
difficult to find a wanted car — the neighbors are all 
too willing to squeal. 

The articles are mostly political, but they’re written 
with a sprightliness and fresh viewpoint that are typical- 
ly Guardian. There is a lively piece about Khrushchev’s 
tour of America, including the disasterous Hollywood 
dinner at which Mrs. K sat next to Frank Sinatra and 
Marilyn Monroe kept murmuring the word “Interest- 
ing!” 

But there are many essays that have nothing what- 
ever to do with politics. There’s one about Groucho 
Marx getting ready te appear in “The Mikado”, and 
there’s another about the briar pipe industry in Eng- 
land. Others are about the chances of England be- 
coming the 5lst state, how to steal the latest Paris 
fashions, and what it costs to feed the animals at 
the zoo. Another piece tells how wool is taken from 
a sheep’s back and made into a finished kilt jacket 
in six hours. 

One of the funniest describes the experiences of a 
man with a bad leg who applies for a British government 
grant of 50 pounds to get special equipment for his car. 

Before he’s through, he has been through the official 
Tricycle Clinic and a jungle of forms and red tape. 
Another article goes into the question of what language 
operas should be sung in. 

“The Bedside Guardian” has a good variety of 
material for many tastes. It’s considerable fun.

TEELWAYS (January), published by 
the American Iron and Steel Institute, 
features the soon-to-be-completed radio-radar 
telescope in Puerto Rico. Founded by the Advanced 
Research Projects Agency, the giant instrument com- 
bines the functions of radio and radar, as its name in- 
dicates. Main task of the scope will be to probe the 
earth’s ionosphere, a blanket of electrically-charged air 
about 25 miles up. Ionosphere properties are known to 
affect global and space communications. The radio- 
radar may also learn if stars emit signals like the 
sun, if there is life on Mars and what cosmic dangers 
await astronauts. Main reason the steel industry is 
interested in the telescope is that the instrument’s re- 
flector will have millions of square feet of steel mesh 
and cables.

What’s the braking force on a Red attempt to 
take the European continent? According to THE 
REGISTER (28 January) it is the punishment which 
the Seventh Army “could inflict on the communists.”

He says 
that routine evaluation of prisoners has confirmed that 
what he calls “non-effective soldiers” — whether they 
be sick book riders, psychos or service school washouts

advantages. In general, Gibbs describes the role psy- 
chiatrists have in identifying, treating, or eliminating 
the mentally ill soldier.

A Few Instruments 
Called Guitar

THERE is, perhaps, more confusion about the guitar 
than about any other instrument in a jazz band. The 
reason is plain: There are several ways of playing “jazz” 
on a guitar and although each way may be valid, each way 
is fundamentally different in approach, execution, sound, 


and purpose.

To compare or “rank” guitar 
players who differ in approach 
so widely that they are—in ef- 
fect — playing different instru- 
ments is as hopeless as explain- 
ing jazz music to Jack Paar. (I 
watched Eddie Condon attempt 
to do that on television one time 
and the result was incredible.) 


To limit this comment on 
guitar playing to jazz guitar— 
which is quite different from the 
ukulele chords and “hold it a 
minute, while I move my clamp” 
approach familiar to those aware 
of how most hillbilly guitarists 
play, and also quite different 
from flamenco guitar playing or 
classical guitar playing—I would 
suggest that there are three 
major fundamentally different 
kinds of guitar playing in jazz 
today. 

+ - * 

EASILY the most popular, 
most -prevalent, and most pub- 
licized kind of guitar player in 
jazz today is the amplified 
guitar soloist. His instrument is 
most of all a horn, a “voice,” and 
his solos are primarily single 
note (or, if you prefer musical 
terms, his solos are horizontal 
rather than vertical). 


When this kind of guitar 
player is not taking a solo or 
playing another one-note-at-a- 
time passage in harmonic unison 
with other instrumentalists, he 
seldom plays chords in the fash- 
ion of a rhythm guitarist. He 
does not play “four,” he 
“comps.” Which is to say he 
strikes a chord every now and 
then, somewhat like a modern 
piano player, or indeed somewhat 
like veteran jazzman Count 
Basie. 


Charlie Christian, the young- 
ster who understandably electri- 
fied the jazz world with the 
Goodman Sextet before War II, 
and one of the jazz heroes who 
died in his early twétnties, was 
without question the prime 
mover for this frequently ex- 
citing approach to jazz guitar. 

Followers of this variety of 
Christianity are legion with some 
of the most important, to my 
mind, being Barney Kessel, Ted 
Farlow, Herb Ellis, Jim Hall and 
Barry Galbraith. Ellis and Gal- 
braith are also able rhythm 
guitarists, although rhythm 
guitar players, a dying breed, are 
usually quite another breed of 
cat. 


Rhythm _ guitar 
prefer unamplified guitar — for 
good reason, considering their 
function—and their striking of 
a chord with every beat serves 
to tie a rhythm section together 
and give the section a full,

“Heifetz” presents a collection of 
miscellaneous minor works by 
Brahms, Shulman, Bennett, 
Khachaturian, Ravel, Sgambati, 
Shostakovitch, Debussy, Dinicu, 
and_ Saint-Saens (RCA-Victor 
LM-2382, $4.98). 

Heifitz’ skill on the violin is 
not in question here. Neither is 
the fact that it has not been put 
to its highest use. There will, 
no doubt, be many people inter- 
ested in this album. In all prob- 
ability, few will be highly exper- 
ienced in solo violin or violin- 
and-piano,

Other comics ran into a 
flat “No!” whenever they tried 
to make a little joke about Ike 
or Mamie. 

There never was an official 
ukase from the networks 
banning political joke-making, 
but any comedian can tell you 
that when Ike and the Repub- 
licans moved in eight years 
ago, the networks lost their 
sense of humor about politics. 

With Jack Kennedy and the 
Democrats taking over the 
White House lease this week, 
many comedy writers figured 
they could go back to politics 
as a much-needed joke source. 

The first one to stub his toe 
on the unwelcome mat was Herb 
Sargent, who used to. write 
comedy for Steve Allen. Herb 
wrote last week’s Art Carney 
special which had the theme— 
conformity.

AS YOU MAY already have 
read, one of the eight-minute 
skits was to have been a take- 
off on family situation comedies 
and how they are ail alike. With 
tongue in cheek, Herb had Car- 
ney and Lee Remick doing the 
Kennedys. Jack came home, his 
wife asked how things went the 
first day on the new job—and off 
they went into a kind of “Presi- 
dent Knows Best.” 

The skit had been cleared by 
NBC’s continuity acceptance de- 
partment and was rehearsed for 
five days. Then, suddenly, Herb 
was told it had to be cut out. 

“Naturally, I asked why,” 
says Herb, “and was first told 
it was in bad taste. When I 
asked which lines were in bad 
taste, I was told the skit must 
be tossed out for ‘policy rea- 
son.’ Finally, I was told that 
NBC didn’t want to kid the 
incoming administration.” 

The official word from NBC 
was that it considered Herb’s 
skit in poor taste because Carney 
and Miss Remick were “imper- 
sonating the Kennedys.” The 
network spokesman in this in- 


stance said NBC never has shied 
away from political jokes told by 
comics as long as they were in 
good taste.

PRESIDENT-ELECT Kennedy 
may be about to shake up the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, Perhaps NBC is worried 
that a little joke on Jack could 
boomerang in some dire way. 


If that is so, then someone 
should point out that NBC is 
underestimating its man.

came a spade to South’s king. 
South then led another diamond, 
and the hand collapsed. 

Correct timing allows you to 
play for both the clubs and the 
diamonds. 

After winning the first trick 
with the ace of spades, draw two 
rounds of trumps, leaving the king 
of hearts in dummy. Then lead 
a club to dummy’s ace. Ruff a 
low club, lead a trump to dummy’s 
king, and ruff another low club. 

By this time you will know 
whether or not the club are going 
to break. As the cards lie, the 
suit will break. You can get to 
dummy with the ace of diamonds 
to cash the king and ten of clubs. 
In fact, you can even finesse the 
queen of diamonds as an attempt

to make an overtrick without en- 
dangering the slam. 

If the clubs break badly, you 
will know about this by the time 
you have ruffed two low clubs. 
There is still time to switch to 
diamonds. 

In short, if you go after the clubs 
first you can keep the diamond 
finesse in reserve. If you try the 
diamond finesse first, however, you 
can’t keep anything in reserve.

FORMAT makes the picture too, 
as in the unusual example re- 
produced on this page, an award 
winner in Popular age eg: A 
1960 contest. Once the visual i 
is crystallized and caught in a 
instant of its peak effectiveness, 
the photographer makes the most 
of his find by appropriate printing 
and forceful presentation. 

In this case, K. C. Chew of Hong 
Kong had the dramatic sense to 
recognize the main elements of his 
composition, and the skill to re- 
late them to each other most tell- 
ingly. The resulting narrow format, 
with the repeated pattern at top 
’* and bottom and the direction of 
the picture’s movement indicated 
by the light patterns and shapes, 
seems now to be obvious. 

There was of course, much more 
on the negative. Chew might have 
printed the whole thing, yet lost 
or greatly reduced the present im- 
pact of his picture. That he pre- 
ferred the part to the whole is 
greatly to his credit, and contrib- 




















utes to our enjoyment of the re- 
sult. 

Saying less in a picture, but mak- 
ing that statement powerfully, is 
the “secret” of picture making. 

Incidentally, such selections 
from the full negative, called crop- 
ping, need not be so unconven- 
tional as this one. As a matter 
of fact, Chew’s treatment, as well 
as other departures from the “nor- 
mal” print sizes, though not un- 
common are far less frequently 
the means of achieving effect in 
photography than regular print 
sizes. The odd-print shapes are val- 
id only when, as in Chew’s case, 
the picture can be improved. 

Unfortunately, unusual cropping 
is often used also by people who 
lack imagination, in an attempt 
to catch the eye, or just to be 
different, without regard for ap- 
propriateness. One outrageous ex- 
ample I saw was cropped to follow 
the lines of the tilted skyscrapers 
it depicted, that is, wider at the 
bottom than at the top.

4th Bn., 41st Artillery Fires 
First Lacrosse at Fort Sill 


FORT SILL, Okla.—Fort Sill’s 
sleek Lacrosse missile roared from 
its launching pad the afternoon of 
5 January on the west range and 
traveled some 13,000 meters (ap- 
proximately 8.8 miles) to an im- 
pact area near the former Crater- 
ville Pake site. 

The firing, delayed by more than 
three hours because of launcher 
equipment malfunction, was the 
first since the Lacrosse was 
launched at the post last October. 

Five more Lacrosse missiles were 
scheduled to be fired later. 

Lauched from a 244-ton truck by 
the 4th Missile Bn., 41st Artillery 
as part of the firing phase of the 
Army Training Tests, the Lacrosse 
soared through the air at a speed 
of about 1500 feet per second. 

It missed a designated target in 
the Craterville area by about 10 
meters.

WITH A mighty roar, the lethal 
missile arched high over Signal 
Mountain, leaving behind a bright 
red fireball and a trail of white 
smoke. 

The electronic guidance station 
took command of the missile and 
placed it near the target. The mis- 
sile traveled to an altitude of about 
3000 feet. 

Capt. Robert S. Rushton was fir- 
ing battery commander for the 4th 
Missile Bn., 41st Arty. The train- 
ing test was the first of its kind 
to take place at Fort Sill. Lt. Col. 
Robert F. Freeman commands the 
battalion undergoing the Army 
test.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — 
Few military posts in the 
world equal the rattling crash 
of the Infantry Center as it 
blasts through a training day 
at Fort Benning. 


Some 68 full-scale firing ranges 
and as many, or more training 
areas occupy almost every foot of 
the Benning reservation outside 
the four major cantonments. 

Every conventional weapon in 
the infantry division locker, from 
the tiny .22 caliber target pistol 
to the gigantic Honest John 
rocket, plus high caliber weapons 
in the experimental-development 
stage, is accommodated. The res- 
ervation’s 182,000 acres are criss- 
Sane daily by infantry artillery

ALONG WITH all this roaring 
action is that of troop training 
which does not involve actual fir- 
ing. The Infantry School’s Com- 
mand and Staff, Ranger, Ground 
Mobility and Airborne-Air Mobility 
Departments all make their de- 
mands for space in which to oper- 
ate. 

Add to these the requirements

Ten members of the club are 
the proud owners of 23 horses, 
which range from a six-month-old 
pony to a thoroughbred hunter 
and two stallions. 

Since its establishment in Au- 
gust 1958, the club’s location has 
changed several times. The pres- 
ent location seems ideally situated. 
It is just off a main dirt road and 
in an area where the members 
have constructed an outdoor rid- 
ing arena. 

A large comfortable stable with 
20 10x10-foot stalls, four pony 
stalls and a large brood stall is 
now being extended to include a 
club room. 

Normally, a rich man’s sport, 
at the Fort Leonard Wood club 
riding horse ownership is not too 
expensive. While one may pay 
several thousands of dollars 
and some of the members have 
horses worth about $1000 — the 
going price for a fair saddle horse 
can be as low as $150. 

Membership in the club costs 
only $3 a year, and a horse can be 
well fed here for about $7.50 a 
month. 

It has not been necessary for 
club members to hire a full time 
groom because they have mutual 
assistance arrangements. | a 
member cannot go to the stable, 
his horse is taken care of by an- 
‘other member. All the members 
are real enthusiasts and they en- 
joy taking care of their mounts.

Here is an impressive company casserole that is easy to prepare and wonderful when 
you do not know what to serve unexpected guests. The base is quick-cook flash frozen 
shrimp and a can of cream of celery soup. Each shrimp is flash frozen individually for use 
as needed. Packages can be divided and unused shrimp kept in freezer for later use. 


Shrimp Curry Casserole 


Ingredients: 3 cups cooked rice, 
1 can condensed cream of celery 
soup, % cup milk, 2 teaspoons 
curry powder, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 
8-ounce package quick-cook frozen 
shrimp, 1 tablespoon melted but- 
ter, % teaspoon pepper, % cup 
flaked or shredded coconut. 

Combine rice, soup, milk, curry 
and % teaspoon salt in a quart 
casserole. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven for 15 minutes. Take out 
to add shrimp. 


Hold shrimp under cold water to 
remove glaze. Do not thaw. Toss 
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in combined melted butter, % tea- 
spoon salt and pepper. Arrange on 
top of mixture in casserole and add 
cocoanut around edges. 

Continue baking until all shrimp 
are pink and tender through, and 
mixture bubbles, This takes about 
15 minutes. 

Grapefruit sections make good 
salad accompaniment. Peanuts and 
hard boiled eggs are also very good 
with curry. You can add more 
curry powder if you like a hotter 
dish.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — Coop- 
eration between Lawson Army 
Aviation Command at Fort Ben- 
| ning and the Muscogee County Air- 
port at nearby Columbus, Ga., re- 
pe averted a possible disaster 
|when three civilian planes got 
trapped above a solid overcast 
cloud ceiling. 





| for help from the Muscogee Air- 
port. A civilian aircraft piloted by 
a non-instrument trained pilot was 
trapped above the clouds and run- 
ning low on fuel. 

A call to the Ist Avn. Co. at 
Lawson quickly brought lst Lt. 
George McNutt and Sgt. William 
E. Brantley, pilot.and erew chief 
of an Army U-1A Otter, who volun- 
teered to try to locate the civilian 
pilot and guide him to a safe 
landing at Lawson. 

SFC Roy R. Lawson, of the 70th 
Airfield Operating Detachment, 
started a radar search for the 
aircraft. Capt. Robert V. Atkinson, 
commander of the 70th AOD, vol- 
unteered to fly as co-pilot in the 
Otter. 
| ‘Meanwhile the Museogee Air- 
port cleared all other aircraft from 


the rescuers. 

As Lt. MeNutt and his crew 
were beginning the search, they 
were advised by 
there was another aircraft trapped 
|above the clouds, in addition to 
the one originally reported. 

* * * 

THEY FLEW TOWARD where 
the aircraft reportedly were and 
soon spotted one, a Cessna 175, 
flying between the cloud layers 
ahead. Lt. McNutt_could not make 
direct contact with the civilian 
craft because of a difference in 
radio frequencies. The Muscogee 
tower had to relay his “follow me” 
instructions to the pilot. 

Remaining close to keep visible 
contact through the overcast, the 
two planes headed toward Lawson 
Airfield, guided only by McNutt’s 
instruments and skill. 

Sgt. Lawson pieked up the ap- 
proaching planes with his radar 
and guided them directly over the 
runway. They broke out of the 
clouds at 500 feet and the civilian 
| pilot made a visual landing. The 
craft was damaged slightly during 
the landing roll but the pilot and 


four passengers were not injured. | 


After the craft landed, Lt. Mc- 
Nutt again climbed through the 
clouds in search of the second 
‘plane, a Tri-Pacer which was

After bringing two aircraft into 
Lawson field Lt. MeNutt again 
attempted to find the missing Tri- 
Pacer. For another 30 minutes he 
flew between the cloud layers 
searching for the light craft which 
did not show on radar because of 
its fabric covering. Finally the res- 
cue plane received word that the 
missing plane had safely completed 
an emergency landing at Muscogee 
Airport. 

Three hours after the first call 
for assistance went out,

WASHINGTON — Four 
|Army chaplains who sacri- 
ficed their lives when they 
gave their life jackets to 
other servicemen aboard a 
sinking troop ship during 
World War II were awarded 
posthumously a specially 
struck Medal for Heroism 18 
January in ceremonies at Fort 
Myer, Va. 

Secretar; of the Army Wilber 
M. Brucker, representing Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, made the pres- 
entations to kin of each chaplain. 


Soldiers of the 3d Inf. (Old 
Guard) Regt. and the U. S. Army 
Band took part in the ceremonies. 

The new medal was authorized 
by Congress especially for presen- 
tation to the four chaplains. In 
December, 1944, the War Depart- 
ment awarded them posthumously 
the Distinguished Serviee Cross. 

The chaplains, all first lieuten- 
ants, were Clark V. Poling of 
|Schenectady, N. Y., and George 
L. Fox of Gilman, Vt., Protestants: 
John P. Washington of Arlington 
N. J., Roman Catholic, and Alexan 
der D. Goode of Marion, Ind., 
Jewish. 

Next of kin invited to Washing- 
lton by Secretary Brucker to re- 
ceive the medals were Mrs. George 
L. Fox, widow of Chaplain Fox; 
Mrs. Anna B. Schwoebel, sister of 
Chaplain Washington; Miss Rosalie 
B. Goode, daughter of Chaplain 
Goode, and Clark V. Poling Jr., 
'son of Chaplain Poling.

THE FOUR CHAPLAINS took 
'part in one of the great stories of 
heroie sacrifice to come out of War 
Il. 

Their troop transport, the Dor- 
chester, had been hit by a torpedo 
and was sinking. Witnesses related 
how the chaplains, with complete 
disregard for their own safety, 
made their way on to the darken- 
ed deck and went among the men, 
encouraging them, praying with 
them, and assisting them into life 
jackets and life boats. 

When the supply of life jackets 
was exhausted, each siaataie re- 
moved his own and gave it to a 
serviceman. They were last seen 
kneeling in prayer on the slant 
ing deck, with arms linked, as the 
troop ship sank

Martin Maher 


WEST POINT, N.Y. — Retired 
TSgt. Martin Maher, 84, who served 
as a soldier and civilian at West 
Point for more than 60 years, and 
who listed some of the nation’s 
top military leaders as his friends, 
died here 17 January after a long 
illness. 

Sgt. Maher, about whom a book, 
“Bringing Up the Brass,” was writ- 
ten and later the movie, “The Long 
Grey Line,” was born in Ireland. 
He came to the U.S. when he was 
20 years old. His first job in this 
country was as a waiter at West 
Point. 

After many broken dishes and 
encounters with Capt. John J. Per- 
shing, who Marty said was “a holy 
terror, yet born to command,” the 
Irishman enlisted in the Army in 
1898 and servd at the academy 
as a swinmming instructor and gym 
custodian. 

Maher’s life at West Point en- 
abled him to know intimately 
Dwight Eisenhower, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Matthew B. Ridgway, 
George S. Patton, Henry Arnold 
and Albert C. Wedemeyer. 

The old sergeant described some 
of his cadets who became generals 
like this: 

“Al Wedemeyer got to be a big 
bug with three stars, but in 1917 





he was just a Nebraska farm boy | 


with no meat on him,” he said. 

“And well that Georgie 
Patton .. . he was no book worker 
like Douglas MacArthur, but that 
dashing devil was more interested 
in sports, yet used to write poetry 
and spout Kipling by the yard. I 
remember they used to call Mark 
Clark ‘contraband’ because he was 
so good at smuggling eats into the 
barracks.”

WASHINGTON — An Army Hawk guided missile dis- 
played new anti-missile talents 23 January when it killed 
the fastest ballistic target it has ever faced, a Corporal mis- 
sile, at the White Sands Missile Range, the Department of 


the Army announced. 

The Army said the Hawk suc- 
cessfully intercepted the Corporal 
as the much larger missile plunged 
earthward from the fringes of 
space in the terminal dive of its 
trajectory. 

Closing speed of the two missiles 
was several times the speed of 
sound. 

The Hawk made its kill in a 
brilliant explosive flash high above 
the desert. Only the Hawk -missile 
caried an explosive warhead. 

Army troops fired the Corporal 
missile as part of a routine train- 
ing exercise. The Corporal, opera- 
tional with troops in Europe al- 
most five years, curved high above 
the earth as it followed a ballistic 
path. 

The Army said the test under 
lined the extremely quick reaction 
time of the Hawk air defense sys- 
tem. The defending missile battery 
had only a few seconds to acquire 
the target missile as it began its 
downward plunge and fire the de- 
fending missile. 

The Hawk system has now killed 
three different surface-to-surface

‘People to People’ Program 


Expected to 


WASHINGTON—There appears 
to be little doubt that the “People 
to People” program initiated by 
President Eisenhower in 1956 will 
continue under the new administra- 
tion. 

The program is run by way of 
40 committees, with the major com- 
mittee—in terms of people in- 
volved and_ successful 
launched—being the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. Staff director of 
this committee is James C. Evans. 
His military advisor is Army Lt.

Although popularly known as 
“President Eisenhower’s People to 
People Program,” those directly 


_._--concerned with the program have 


referred to the program as the 
President’s program in the belief 
that it would continue under sub- 
sequent presidents. 


The feeling that the program will 
definitely continue under Presi- 
dent Kennedy is not based on mere 
conjecture. Shortly before his elec- 
tion, President Kennedy referred 
to the program as a “new chapter 
in American history.” 


In a letter to those attending the 
latest general meeting of People- 
to-People chairmen, Kennedy said, 
in part: “Despite the many differ- 
ences between the two major poli- 
tical parties and in spite of the 
differences of opinion we have, I 
know that all Americans are united 
in their support of the objectives 
of the People-to-People program 

. I am certain the People-to-Peo- 
ple program has inaugurated a new 
chapter in American history.” 

According to a report from H. 
Walton Cloke, chairman of the 
Public Relations committee and 
hewly-appointed vice-chairman of 
the movement, more than 11 million 
Americans are active in one sort 
of People-toPeople activity. Many 
of these are in uniform.

| Revolution, and keeping it going, belongs 
to Thomas Paine, one of the most stirring 
writers our land has ever produced. 
People all over the 13 Colonies listened to 
Paine when, in 1776, he wrote in “The 
Crisis” : 

“These are the times that try men’s 
souls; The summer soldier and the sun- 

| shine patriot will, in this crisis, shrink 
from the service of his country; but he 
that stands it NOW, deserves the love and 
thanks of man and woman.” And to those 

yee did stand it THEN, we owe a huge 

| debt. 

Paine wanted to do more than merely 

| break away from England. As he put it: 

“We have it in our power to begin the 
| world over again. The birth day of a new 
| world is at hand, and a race of men, per- 
| haps as numerous as all Europe contains, 

are to receive their portion of freedom. . .” 

Thomas Jefferson, who risked a per- 
sonal fortune to help lead the Revolution, 
was a leader among those who wanted to 
establish a new kind of government con- 
ducted by an educated people (he was 
prouder of founding the University of 
Virginia than he was of being President 
of the United States). 

Fifty years after producing the Decla- 
ration of Independence, aged Thomas 
Jefferson still had a burning faith in the 
political miracle he had helped to create. 
He wrote: 
| “May it be to the world, what I be- 





| 





lieve it will be . . . the signal of arousing 
men to burst their chains .. . and to as- 
sume the blessings of security of self- 
government. . . For ourselves, let the an- 
nual return of this (Independence) Day 
forever refresh our recollections of these 
rights (of man) and an undiminished de- 
votion to them.” 


Washington, fortunately, was great in 
many ways. Some of his followers wanted 
him to be king. But Washington was wise 
enough to know not only how to create 
power and hold it, but how to let go of 
power without creating chaos. Back in 
1809 this rare trait was described by Wil- 
lliam Smyth, a professor of history at 
Cambridge. He said: 

“Let it be considered what it is to 
have the management of a revolution, and 
afterwards the maintenance of order. 
Where is the man that in the history of 
our race has ever succeeded in attempting 
successively the one and the other? ... 

“The plaudits of his country were con- 
tinually sounding in his ears, and neither 
the judgment nor the virtues of the man 
were ever disturbed. Armies were led to 
the field with all the enterprise of a hero, 
and then dismissed with all the equanimity 
of a philosopher. Power was accepted, was 
exercised, was resigned, precisely at the 
moment and in e way that duty and 
patriotism directed.” 

Now, once again in 1961, power has 
been resigned “with all the equanimity 
of a philosopher.” It has happened 30 
times, and probably will happen many 
times more. We are incredibly fortunate 
to have behind us such heroes as Wash- 
ington and the Ipswich shoemaker, who 
was “ingaged in this glories cause”, was 
willing “to go whare I am Called.”

When 
simulating driving conditions, the 
electronic system reproduces all 
instrument and gauge movements. 
The sounds of start-up, main en- 
gine, auxiliary engine, and trans- 
mission are simultaneously repro- 
duced in response to either trainee 
or instructor manipulation of driv- 
ing controls.

THE INSTRUCTOR monitoring 
the trainees’ drive can introduce 
a range of “faults” and “emergen- 
cy” situations such as instrument 
failure, engine malfunction, or oil 
pressure failure from the instruc- 
tor’s console. The malfunctions can 
| be realistically introduced under a 
variety of driving conditions which 
the trainer is capable of simulating. 
| A report on the desirability of 
adding a visual presentation to the 
trainer is currently being made. An 
external visual problem would add 
another dimension to driver train- 
ing, and would require the trainee 
drivers to act in response to “emer- 
gencies” actually viewed in the 
training compartment.
